Claims 1-4, 6-7, 12-13, 15-19, and 22-23, lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Cooper. Cooper teaches the 
claimed composition as a vector for inserting an exogenous gene into a chromosome of a eukaryotic cell, comprising: a) a gene encoding 
a bacterial transposase; b) two transposon insertion sequences recognized by the transposase c) said exogenous gene, wherein said 
exogenous gene is between the two transposon insertion sequences; and (d) a promoter that is operably linked to said transposase gene; 
wherein one of said insertion sequences is located between said transposase gene and said exogenous gene; and wherein the transposase 
expressed by said transposase gene will excise from said vector a fragment comprising the two transposon insertion sequences and the 
exogenous gene beftveen the two transposon insertion sequences, and will insert the excised fragment into a chromosome of a eukaryotic 
celt (claim 1, columns 27-28). Cooper describes the transposase as derived from Tn/1 0 (column 2, line 43; and column 8, line 58), hence 
it is a bacterial transposase, that is under the control of a modified promoter (column 8, line 43). The transposon-based vector is 
described by Cooper as capable of enhanced integration of a lytic peptide into a eukaryotic genome (mammalian and fish cells; 
paragraph 8, lines 23-30). Additionally taught is a constitutive promoter, the 35S cauliflower mosaic virus 5' region-nopaline synthetase- 
s' polyadenylation cassette control gene expression, for plant transformation (column 7, lines 41-44), Additionally inducible promoters 
are contemplated by the invention (column 17, lines 28-31). Further described is a construct carry ing the gene for the native cecropin 
peptide and the native cecropin promoter, a construct that can be inducibly expressed in mammalian cells (column 10, lines 55-58). The 
construction of the plasmid pCEP and transformation of E. coli cells with said piasrnid are described in columns 1 7-20. Cooper further 
describes the use of their vector for the introduction of cecropin B or Shiva 1 into the mammalian or other vertebrate cells, that enable the 
transformed cells to produce a chemotherapeutic agent that has a systemic effect on certain pathogens (column 9, lines 51-58). Thus the 
method of Cooper encompasses gene therapy. In one experiment Cooper states that of 1 8 potentially transgenic catfish assayed for the 
presence of cecropin B gene, 9 (or .10%) yielded positive bands for the gene, while none of the 10 negative control fish assayed to date 
had such a band (column 24, lines 33-37). 

Claim 5 lacks an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Cooper in view of Houdebine. The composition 
comprising the transposon vector of Cooper et al. has been addressed. Cooper does not leach the one or more genes of interest in a 
transposon vector, encode for a nucleic acid which inhibits transcription. Houdebine et al, teach the use of transposons to enhance the 
integration of foreign DNA in the genome (last paragraph, second column, p. 146). Houdebine et al. further describe the inhibition of 
endogenous expression by antisense RNAs, wherein RNAi, that is normally a defense mechanism against transposons, may be used in 

vectors expressing short double stand RNA. Thus, it wo uld have been o b v io u s to one of ord i n a ry- skill in th i s . art to aro l v the RNA i

Claim 14 lacks an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Cooper in view of Houdebine. The application of the 
transposon vector of Cooper et a), for gene therapy has been addressed. Cooper does not leach cell a specific promoter controlling the 
one or more transgenes of the transposon vector. Houdebine teaches that transposons are potent and flexible tools which might be used 
for gene therapy (last paragraph, first column, p. 147). Houdebine et al. further address the use of vectors for the conditional expression 
of transgenes that define where and when a transgene is expressed in animals, and specifically describe several systems using a tissue 
specific promoter (column ), p. 153). Thus it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in this art to apply the cell specific 
promoter of Houdebine to the transposon vector and gene therapy of Cooper et al. to provide a method of gene therapy to an animal 
comprising administering to said animal the said transposon-based vector. 

Claim 20 meets the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the claimed means 
wherein said vector harboring abacterial transposase is used in a method of gene therapy, wherein die administration occurs through the 
vascular system. 

Claims 1 -7, 12-20, and 22-23, meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject 
matter claimed may be used for providing gene therapy to an animal to treat a disease or condition.
